| any of us, in our struggle with life 
‘and its-problems, are hampered 

4 at the outset by a badly defined 
attitude toward money. Whatever we as 

_ idealists or philosophers would like to 
think about money, we are forced very 
early in our lives to realize that money is 
an extremely important thing. Some of us 
realize this because we have money, and 
would be loathe to do without 11° more 
because we haven't got it, know how diffi- 
cult it is to get, and are required aimost 
from the outset of our lives to realize that 
there are very few things in the world, in- 
cluding life itself, that can exist independ- 
‘ent of money. 


As opposed to a world in which man. 


becomes increasingly ап Economic animal, 
western civilization has a religious and 
philosophic training that makes it difficult 

- for him to place a true value on money. 
Jesus said, “Take no thought for the mor- 
row, for sufficient unto the day is the evil 
thereof. . . . Consider the lilies of the 
field, they toil not, neither do they spin; 
yet Solomon in all his glory was not ar- 
rayed like one of these." Jesus also drove 
the money-changers from the courtyard of 
the Temple; admonished his disciples to 
“sive all to the poor and follow me"; and 
declared that ^it is easier for a camel to 
pass through the eye of a needle than for 
^a rich man to enter the Kingdom of 
Heaven." St. Paul followed him with the 
dictum that “The love of money is the 
root of all evil." Our religious and philo- 
sophic writing teems with statements and 
innuendos highly derogatory to money and 
to those who place a premium on getting 
and holding it. 

Vet despite this, we, as simple human 
beings in an economic world, find that we. 
must have money if only as a means to 
acquiring the bare necessities of life. The 
poet Wordsworth complained, ' 

“The world is too much with us. Late and 
soon, : 

Getting and spending, we lay waste our 
powers— 

Little we see in nature that is ours— 

We have given our hearts away, a thank- 

Jess Doon .. ." - 


Better 
The Root of All Evil 


(Before reading this article, do the Self-Analysis Quiz on page 18) 


е are all likely to feel, at some time # 
that we are spending an uncon- | 
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scionable amount of time in the 
mere business of getting a living. Occa- 


sionally we get a fleeting, bird’s-eye view of 


our lives, and are shocked and disappointed 
by what we see. We rise early, we work all 
day, and we go to bed in order to be able to 
work another day. For what? Presumably 
we work to live; and in the end, we dis- 
cover that we are living to work. We begin 
life with high hopes, with great aspira- 


tions, with a dream or an objective toward — 


which we want to work. In order to be 
able to achieve our goal, we take a job 
that we may live; and shertly we discover 
that the sum total of our lives is our job, 
and that we have, apparently, no other 
goal except to be able to continue to work. 


What are we living for, anyway? If we 


measure the hours we work, and the hours — 


we do anything else, most of us will dis- 


cover that we work approximately 12- 


hours a day (from the time we get up till 
we come home to supper); and sleep ap- 
proximately eight hours; leaving some four 
hours, or one sixth of our time, for the 
business of living . . . of doing those 
things, that is, for which we consider life 
worth while. =. д 

This is ап almost inescapable set-up, 
except for two small classes of people— 
those who have money and don’t have to 
work for it; and those who haven’t money 
and won’t work anyway. Both the Idle 
Rich and the Idle Poor (I don't mean the 
unemployed but rather the eternal loafers 
and spongers of society) have no especial 
financial problem to face. The rest of us 


—the great Ninety Percent who are neither · 


rich nor lazy—have a definite financial 
problem, and no particularly well inte- 
grated attitude toward the root of the 
problem—money itself. 


The surest way to success and happiness - 


is to acquire a definite and progressive 
attitude toward money, and toward the 
work that produces money. 

'The surest fire way to failure and deep 
unhappiness is to put either too much, or 
too little, emphasis on money. The man 


or woman who idolizes money for its own. 
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sake is committed to a life of grasping 
discontent, since he will never have 
enough. He will wear himself out, use up 
all his time, all his energy; dry up his 
springs of human sympathy and kindli- 
ness; lose interest in his friends and 
neighbors; and he will never arrive at 
his goal, which is, by definition, always 
beyond him. 

The man or woman, on the other hand, 
who places too little importance on money, 
commits himself to a perpetual life of 
worry about the mere necessities of living 
-—іоой, clothing, shelter. Through exag- 
gerating a contempt for money, he makes 
it more and more difficult to get the 


things which money can buy, without 


which he cannot live at all He is com- 
mitted to economic failure, because he un- 
derestimates the economic cornerstone of 
our present existence. Like the man who 
places undue value on money, he will spend 
his life seeking for even just enough money 
to live on; and like his more grasping 
brother, he will exhaust himself and his 
inner possibilities in the mere struggle for 
existence. 


herefore, it doesn't pay to place too 

much or too little emphasis on money. 
Whether we like it or not, we are forced 
to have a healthy and realistic respect for 
money. Jesus recognized this when they 
tried to trip him in the matter of the right- 
ness of paying tribute to Caesar. He re- 
plied, “Render unto Caesar the things that 
are Caesar's, and unto God the things that 
are God's." And you will note that St. 
Paul never said that money is the root of 
all evil. It was the /ove of money. 1t is 
this important difference that we are likely 
to lose sight of when, as young and starry- 
eyed enthusiasts, or as older abstract phi- 
losophers, we inveigh against "filthy lucre” 
and self-righteously feel ourselves to be 
better than our neighbors because we put 
less emphasis on getting money. 

There are very few people who will ad- 
mit that they care about money for its 
own sake. Even the most avid and hard- 
boiled of business men will claim that 
money doesn't mean anything to him— 
it's the things that money will buy. And 
this, of course, is true. Money all by itself 
is the most useless thing in the world. Gold 
itself is not worth storage space. Read 
Frank Norris’ novel McTeague for a dra- 


matic, and terrible, object lesson in the 
worthlessness of gold. Money is valuable 
only because of what it will buy. Your © 


attitude toward money, therefore, is natu- . 


rally your attitude toward what you want 
to buy. And what you want to buy (ac- 
quire, have, get, possess) is the ineluctable 
measure of what you are. For what you 
want to possess, materially, will always be 
determined by what you want that is not 
material. If you want enough things that 
are not material, then your material wants 
will reduce themselves to a minimum. If 
you want, for example, love, you can get 
this on $15 a week, as well as on $100. 
But if you want a steam yacht, you have 
to aim for more money. If you want to 
read books and learn things, you can do 
this on $15 a week very nicely, if you live 
where there is a library. But if you want 
to own a $10,000 estate and have servants 
and a Lincoln car with a chauffeur, you 
will need. to fix your wages higher. 


Meus attitude toward money is going 

to be determined first and foremost 
by your attitude toward the things that 

money саті buy. ЇЇ you are burning with 

zeal for things that money can’t buy, you 

will never demand much money. If, how- 

ever, you have no capacity for, or interest 

in, love, learning, books, art, music, poetry, 

human companionship—or if your interest 

in these things is less than your interest 

in fancy clothes, gay parties, fast cars, and ` 
elaborate houses—then you are bound to 

place more emphasis on the getting, hav- 

ing, spending of money. 

People who are interested in the intan- 
gibles of life have a way of considering 
themselves superior to people whose in- 
terests are more earthly, more concerned 
with material objects and possessions. The 
Intellectuals, the Artists, who are satisfied 
with little return from the economic world, 
and who get their satisfactions otherwise, 
are prone to consider themselves a finer 
breed of oats than the others whom they 
consider earth-bound money-grubbers. 

I do not think these Intellectuals and 


. Artists are justified in the contention that 


they are better or finer than their more 
mercantile brethren. I think they are just 
luckier. Their attitude toward work and 


money rests on something within them- 


selves, because of which they approach the 
business. of earning a living for exactly 


_ what it is worth. It is a means of suste- 
nance, of literally keeping body and soul 
together, so that the soul may continue to 
inkabit the body, and enjoy therein the 
- things that are enjoyable about life. For 
-what, after all, is the use of keeping the 
soul in the body, if the soul has nothing 
to do there? If the Soul is not eager for 
human love, for human companionship; if 
the soul is not hungry for life, eager to 
absorb it by both experience and learning, 
of what use is Life to the soul? The body 
is all well enough, but without the mind, 
-the heart, the soul, it is a meaningless lump 
of clay. The lucky of this world are they 
who have learned how to keep the body 
alive for the soul's (mind's, heart's) en- 
joyment, pleasure, happiness. And these 
attributes of the soul cannot be bought 
by money; yet without money, in some de- 
gree, there will be no soul left on earth 
to enjoy them, to be happy, to love, and 
live; and learn. 


е best way to keep money їп its 
; proper place in your life, is to place 
importance on things that do not depend 
on money. Start out with your income, 
' your living conditions, exactly what they 
are now. Vou are probably not satisfied 
with them. You probably want a raise, a 
better house, a better room, a thousand 
things that you do not have. Forget them 
for the moment. You are alive. Somehow 
you have reached this point in your life 
without dying of malnutrition or exposure 
to the elements. Your present means of 
support, whatever it is, we shall assume 
“can last a month or so longer. Forget that 
you want more money, more income, more 
"material blessings. Take your mind off 
your income, Give all needed thought and 
energy and attention to your job, your 
means of sustenance. But free your mind 
right here and now from that teasing 
notion that you have to get more money. 
Remember only that you caz live as you 
are now living; and that nothing terrible 
is going to happen to you if your income 
stays fixed for quite some time. Їп all 
probability, if you are like most of us, 
it is going to stay fixed anyway, so you 
might as well relax and forget it. Occupy 
your mind with something else. 

What shall this something else be? Tt 
shall be, first and foremost, something that 


< . does not depend on money, something that 
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you can do, feel, think, accomplish, in 
your present situation, with your present 


equipment of material possessions, without 
spending one extra dime on it. Naturally, 


it must be something you are interested 


in, and you may have to probe around in 
your mind and heart to discover just what 
you are interested in. Most of us get so 
wound up thinking about the mere busi- 
ness of earning a better and better living, 
that we don't stop to think what we're 
interested in at all. “Getting and spending, 
we lay waste our powers.” 


T are all manner of things to þe- 
come interested in. The simplest, least 
expensive, and most satisfactory thing to 
get interested in is just folks. They are 


everywhere, and they don’t cost a nickel. _ 


They exist in every shape, form, and vari- 
ety. Nothing is so universal, so stimulating, 
so exciting, and so easy to get at as human 


beings. They surround you, and if you are ` | 
like most of the rest of the world, you - 


aren't getting anything at all out of them; 
and they aren't getting much out of you. 
When you think of “seeing people" you 
generaly think of a date, a party, of 
going somewhere and doing something; 
and generally, it will be something that 
costs money. This is not necessary. People 
are most interesting when they aren't 
spending money. You can take in a movie 


with a friend, and to all intents and pur- - 


poses, you might as well be by yourself. 
Out of such an evening spent together, 


if you have devoted thirty minutes to the- 


friends, you have devoted a lot. The rest 
of the time and attention went to the 
movie. This is a very expensive and in- 
efficient way to get something from friends. 

Try cultivating people for their own 
sake. Study them. You can make a hobby 


of people, and get more satisfaction out of - 


life thereby than through any single thing 
in the world. Gear yourself to understand 
people, to make yourself understood by 
people, to have friends in the real sense 


of the word. If you reject movies, dances, - 


card games, etc., for a while, and spend 


time with your friends simply talking and - j 


getting acquainted, you will discover a 
richness in your world that you have not 
hitherto suspected. 

You may have some difficulty getting 


this habit started, for present day social — | 


life revolves automatically around things 
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that cost money. We talk about going 
places and doing things, and think this is 
social intercourse. You will have to be 
patient and persuasive to get your friends 
swung around to the simpler, less costly, 
and deeper satisfactions that do not de- 
pend on spending at all. 

But if you can make people your inter- 
est, you will lay a foundation for happi- 
ness and contentment that will be worth 
as much as even a pretty big increase in 
income, 


qe next thing you can get interested in 
is books, which are almost as acces- 
sible as people, and as inexpensive if 
you live near a library. Even a pretty 
small library probably contains enough 
books you haven't read to keep you busy 
a long time. When we get into the matter 
of selecting what books to read, we are in 
a wide subject to which you in the end 
will return the final solution, so far as 
you are concerned. In general, however, 
you ought to get interested in something 
not strictly fiction. Get a hobby. There 
must be something that you would like 
to know about, in science, invention, his- 
tory, art, music, drama . . . something 
that you are interested in, and have asked 
yourself questions about, without having 
ever stopped to find out the answers. We 
are all full of such loose ends of lacking 
knowledge. Make a hobby of finding out 
the answers to the questions you ask 
yourself from time to time, Instead of 
filing them in your mind under unfin- 
ished business, jot them down in a note 
book, and look them up. Read about them. 
One thing leads to another. Before you 
know it, you will be leading yourself on 
from book to book, from knowledge to 
knowledge, from interest to interest. 


hen there is a hobby. There are all 

kinds of hobbies that cost nothing. 
Some are learning-hobbies, such as the 
study of astrology, or palmistry, or Egypt- — 
ology, or chemistry, or phrenology. Some 
are collecting hobbies, though these are 
likely to end up by being expensive. Col- 
lecting autographs can be done inexpen- 
sively, however; postage is your only 
expense. There are doing-hobbies—sewing, 
knitting (these can actually be made to 
pay dividends), carpentry, electricity, 
ship-model making . . . all kinds of things 
that can be done with what you have, in 
the place where you are. 

What you interest yourself with is of 
little importance, provided it costs nothing, 
and really interests you. The big thing is 
to discover within yourself the thing that 
is important to you—people, books, stud- 
ies, creative writing, painting, a hobby— - 
whatever it is that makes life significant 
to you: whatever it is, in short, that you 
earn a living to enjoy. 


Hee we started in speaking of money, 
and ended speaking of everything 
else? Yes, and properly so. For 
money is nothing but the key to every- 
thing else in the world. It is not even the 
key: it is merely the meal-ticket by which 
we stay alive so that we may enjoy every- 
thing else in the world. The English Phi- 
losopher Carlye, reduces it to a formula. 
“Make your claims on wages a zero,” he 
concludes; “Thou hast the world at thy 
feet." ! 

You can only reduce your “demands on 
wages” if you raise your demands on other 
things. Make everything more important 
to you than money, reserving for money

magazines, and embarked upon a profitable 
career as a free-lance writer, made two 
trips to Europe and in the course of two 
years completely turned away from the

formed, had seemed the only road in life 
which she would ever have the chance to 
travel. 

Not many Uranus aspects which open 
a new road continue the full force of their 
benefits all the way along that road, as 
can be seen in the case of Mae West, and 
Norma Shearer's change of fortune. Other 
less favorable aspects of other planets 
form, and like clouds shut out the sun on 
the once bright pathway—but the path- 
way, once taken, continues onward through 
sunshine and storm until at last, when the 
planets mark the time, the road is joined 
to another and again-the new road is 
opened. The eighty-four-year cycle of 
Uranus makes the trine form every twenty- 
eight years, the square or opposition every 
twenty-one years. Hence, for natives of 
the fixed signs who are now in the late 
forties, there have been at least four 
Uranus aspects, some favorable, others dis- 
rupting. During the years between 1891 
and 1898, when Uranus was in Scorpio, it 
was conjunction to the Sun of those who 
were born with the Sun in Scorpio, squared 
or obstructive and disruptive for those 
who have the Sun in Leo and Aquarius and 
opposed to those with the Sun in Taurus, 
the exact time the aspect formed depending 
upon the degree at which the Sun is placed 
in the sign. At the same time, its beneficial 
influence was felt by those who had the 
Sun in Pisces and Cancer. 


Dz the years of the World War, the 
fixed signs again felt the unfriendly 
influence, with Uranus in Aquarius from 
1912 through 1919, but this time trine 


gave luck to those with the Sun in Gemini . 


and Libra and opened new roads and new 
careers born with the war and the chang- 
ing times. 3 

-Now, with Uranus more than half way 
through Taurus, those who have the Sun 
in the first half of Scorpio, Leo or Aquarius 
have had to take new roads whether or 
not it pleased them to leave the old and 
familiar paths, while the Taureans have 


felt the awakening influence of Uranus for 


either good or ill, since the conjunction is 
variable in its effect. 
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URANUS OPENS A NEW ROAD 


The thing to bear in mind is that we 
are the travelers on the road, not the 
builder, and that while we will not, in the 
end, regret the turn which we were forced 
to take, it is not our job to cut out on 
a by-path whenever we get bored with the 
scenery along the highway. When the time 
is ripe for us to turn upon the new road, 
we will find that a more far-seeing power 
than ours has opened the way for us, and 
that however rough it may seem, it leads 
at last to the goal marked for us from 
the beginning. 

I have touched upon the lucky aspects 
of Uranus to the natal Sun and suggested 
the destructive aspects to illustrate the 
two extremes of this planet’s action. There 
are many middle-courses of less spectacular 


~ nature, but each one, nevertheless, marks 


the turn of the road, the beginning of a 
new epoch. The Taurean princess, Juliana 
of the Netherlands, was married when 
Uranus reached the conjunction of her 
natal Sun. The well-known actress, Tal- 


lulah Bankhead, married recently with 


Uranus squared to her natal Sun. Helen 
Wills Moody, now divorced, married with 
Uranus unfriendly. Colonel Charles Lind- 
bergh has, for the past year, had Uranus 
unfriendly to the Sun and has been the 
target for much criticism in contrast to 
his former wide popularity. Queen Marie 
of Roumania, with Uranus unfriendly to 
many Scorpio planets, died recently from 
an injury which, according to a well-known 
magazine, she' received a year previous, 
when Uranus was unfriendly to Jupiter, 
ruler of her Sagittarius ascendant. 


Miss Adams does not take up the in- 
fluence of Uranus in friendly and unfriend- 
ly aspect to other planets in the natal 
chart, but it is essentially the same except 
that in acting upon Venus, for example, 
the break-up would be an emotional one, 
on Jupiter a financial one, and so on ac- 
cording to the matter which the planet 
aspected rules. Its aspects to the planet 
ruling the ascendant also bring decisive 
changes. 

-Among my first astrological predictions 
was one made to a friend who, at the 
time, was happily married but was, the 
next spring, coming under the unfriendly 
aspect of Uranus to his Venus. I warned

present king, George VI, whose Jupiter in —

fill. Jupiter is not only the ruler of his 
Sagittarian Sun but also rules his tenth 
house in a birth hour chart. 

Uranus squared both the Sun aud Мег- 
сигу in the chart of Mussolini when he 
changed the course of his pathway from 
that of the developer of Italy to the in- 
vader of Ethopia. He has the Sun in the 
ninth house in the birth hour chart. 

Uranus squared both the Sun and

-An odd but worth mentioning result of 
. the friendly aspect of Uranus to Jupiter is 
to be seen in the horoscope of the former 
*Public Enemy Number One," John Dill- 
— inger, who had Uranus trine to Jupiter in 
— his birth chart and the luck that this aspect 
_ gave him enabled him to make some re- 
 markable escapes from the law. The most 
unexpected (Uranian) was the time he 
- bluffed his way out of a mid-Western jail 
with a wooden pistol. At the time, he had 
an exact aspect of Uranus conjunction his 
Jupiter and trine to his Uranus. At the 
time the law caught up with him, Uranus 
. had moved from its protective aspect to 
the square or unfriendly aspect to his 
natal Sun. 
— Former Senator Royal S. Copeland had, 
in his natal chart, a square of Pluto, ruler 
of his Scorpio Sun, to the Moon, ruling 
the public (and also ruler of New York, a 
Cancerian city) and an opposition of Pluto 
to his Sun. He could hardly have selected 
à worse time, therefore, to enter a political 
race than when Uranus in Taurus was un- 
friendly to both Moon and Sun and con- 
junct Pluto, and his overwhelming defeat 
= in the primaries was an astrological cer- 
E tainty. He died the following year quite 
- suddenly and unexpectedly. 
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The tragic death of the former Grand 
Duchess Olga of Russia, murdered by the 
Bolshevists in July, 1918, came when 
Uranus was on the cusp of her eighth 
house, squared to the Sun, ruler of her Leo 
ascendant, and transiting Saturn squared 
to her fatal Mars, Moon and Saturn con- 
junction in the fourth house, bringing a 
sudden and violent end to her life. 


pus the most publicized event 
caused by a Uranus aspect to the 
ruler of the ascendant, however, was the 
marriage of Edward, Duke of Windsor, 
when Uranus was square to his natal 
Uranus, ruler of his Aquarian ascendant, 
and his retirement to private life in a 
foreign country with a woman of foreign 
birth. His Uranus is in the ninth house in 
his birth hour chart. 

Every newspaper carries examples of 
sudden and unexpected events.which have 
caused men and women to turn the course 
of their lives into new roads, and almost 
without exception, when the birth chart 
can be obtained it will be seen that a 
Uranus aspect had formed to some im- 
portant planet in their natal chart. Per- 
haps the aspect of Uranus in your chart 
may not cause an event important enough 
to put your name on the front page, but 
at least it will mark, to you, an important 
turning point, a new road upon which you 
may make a fresh start,

he emergence of Premier Edouard 
Daladier as a possible French dic- 
tator comes аз ап interesting 
climax to the Munich Pact. Daladier was 
born at Carpentras, Vaucluse, France, 
June 18, 1884 at 10:45 A.M., according 
to L'Astrosophie. He had Virgo 15, rising 
with Mars in 7 Virgo 13 and Uranus in 
24 Virgo. The rising sign is the sign of 
work and of labor in general. With Uranus 
and. Mars, both forceful and dynamic 
planets, thereon, it can not be expected 
that he would be favorable to labor. In 
fact, this nativity from various points of 
view denotes a considerable harshness.

Daladier’s downfall. The environment into 
which the Premier was born did not, of 
itself, teach him the virtues of suavity, 
tact, and finesse. He had none of the 
advantages of an early contact with polite 
society. This early contact necessitates a 
recognition of the importance of the 
amenities of life and of its joys and 
beauties.

of great wilfitiness, Huey Long had Ње

Daladier's chart we have the Moon in 
Aries and Virgo: rising. The combination of 
Aries and Virgo is one well suited to put 
across political ideas through insistence 
and a forceful presentation of these ideas. 


"uere is another important CEA 
which Daladier shares with other dic- 
tators—Saturn in bad aspect to Mars. 
There is nothing more useful for putting 
your will across on other people by some 
means or other, than an aspect between 


Mars and Saturn. Any contact between. 


these two planets, whether good or bad, 
makes the power for undergoing hardship 
or danger. When they are in good aspect, 
they complement and,supplement each 
other giving orderly and courageous action, 
endurance, апа sound practical abilities. 
This tends to discipline and self-abnega- 


tion. The bad aspect gives the same con-: 


tacts with the roughness and the sternness 


of life. It usually adds to the severity of 


the character, and gives considerable ego- 
tism, It by no means forbids success but 


it entails severe struggles. Hitler has Mars 


square Saturn and Mussolini has the 
Moon, Saturn, and Mars all in conjunc- 
tion in Gemini. Thus we see that M. 
Daladier's chart possesses enough of the 
urge to power to make him a dictator. 
With Neptune going over his Ascendant 
and Uranus, and coming to the square of 


the Sun instability, confusion, and mis- 


takes are very likely to occur in his life. 
'The French Republic has Neptune in exact 
conjunction with the present Premier's 
Moon, retrograde in its Second House. 
Thus, financial troubles will crop up. The 
French people themselves are strangely 
contradictory. They want a strong govern- 
ment for the other fellow, but do not care 
to submit to its rigors for themselves. That 
serious disorders will occur within the 


‘borders of France and that many French- 


men will probably suffer, can not be gain- 


‘said. Since the Premier has his Moon in 
ыз House of Death and since Saturn will 
„pass over it in 1939, violence is likely to 


be rampant. In the. last week of May, 
1871, twenty thousand Parisians were 


probably killed by French soldiers, Saturn 
"was then stationary over the Moon in the 
‘chart of the French Republic. Given these 
‘influences and considering the fact that 


the eclipse of April 19, 1939 falls in con 
junction with Neptune in the chart of thi 
French Republic, and with the Моор 
Daladier's chart, and that Saturn on th 
day is over this critical position of Aries, - 
we foresee trouble. During the early part 

of April, Mars has been in Capricorn over 
the Moon of the French Republic, and. 
Pluto has been stationary near the con- 
junction of Mars and Uranus on the cusp 
of the Seventh House in France's chart.

М? survey of French affairs is complete - 
without the consideration of the - 
chart of Colonel de la Rocque, the French - 
Fascist leader.

of an impending revolution in France, he 
and his Black Shirts might attempt to seize 
the power. It might appear from his horo- 
scope that he would cooperate with Dala- - 
dier in a crisis. He has his Moon in Virgo 
in conjunction with Jupiter and both trine - 
of Neptune thus making a link between 
him and Premier Daladier. Scorpio rises 
and Mars is placed in {һе Tenth House, 
in Leo. The Sun is just inside the cusp 
of the Twelfth House, and the Moon and . . 
Jupiter are in the Eleventh. De la Rocque - 
has Neptune retrograde in his Seventh 
House, in opposition to Venus showing 
the doubtful nature of his partnerships. 
He is a factor in any upsets in France. 


E the meantime, the United States has 
been drawn to a perilous position where 
foreign affairs are concerned due to the СС 
anti-Semitic wave which holds Germany in — 
its grip. On several occasions we have - 

mentioned the fact that the United States 
was treading upon astrological quicksands 
due to the approaching square of the 
Progressed Sun to Neptune. It now ap- 
pears that the refugee question is threaten- 
ing us with foreign complications beyond 
those which we might have imagined. It is 
a noticeable fact that Neptune, ruler of.

to exiles in general. Few, six months ago, 
could have imagined that we would have 
taken such a serious step as the recall of 
our minister from Germany. Just what this 
will mean for the future, is difficult to know.

The signing of our trade treaty “with 
Great Britain was a noticeable achieve- 
ment. This trade treaty and the approach- 
ing visit of the King and Queen to the 
United States were probably well-timed as 
notice to the dictator countries, that the 
- United States and Great Britain would 
“stand together. These pacific foreign rela- 
tions are a forerunner of the approaching 
good aspect between Jupiter and Uranus, 
which will occur in 1939. During this year, 


- also, Neptune and Uranus will be trine on 
July 7th, bringing forth into manifesta- 


tion a further practical cooperation where 
international work, money and good will 
is concerned. The conference at Lima is 
another indication of the potency of these 
two applying aspects. 


AS to planetary conditions where the 
United States is concerned, we find 
that the New Moon of February 19th 
occurs at 3:20 A.M. in 75 West Longitude. 
This brings the lunation in the very last

Here we may have further depreciation
